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NOTE 


STATISTICAL DIVISIONS 


In this Part, births and deaths have been shown by Statistical Divisions. The Statistical Divisions are groups of Local 
Authority Areas. Their grouping and details for each area are shown in Tables 36 and 37. 


The Brisbane Statistical Division has been delineated to incorporate all the urban development about the capital expected 
in the next two or three decades. As itemised in Tabie 37, it incorporates parts of the Shires surrounding the central urban 
area and this has meant a consequent reduction in the extent of the Moreton Statistical Division. Hence figures for this 
Division are not comparable with those for years prior to 1966. 


In this table, also, the City of Brisbane, because of its unusually large size and population as a single Local Authority, 
has been subdivided into Statistical Areas which are separately itemised and grouped into Suburban Divisions.
